THEY WOULD FIND IT VERY DIFFICULT TO AGREE TO RESTRICT 
RESOLUTION TO PURELY PROCEDURAL ISSUES. THEY INDICATED 
MEASURE OF UNDERSTANDING FOR LINE FREELAND TOOK AND 
PROMISED TO BEAR IT IN MIND AND KEEP IN TOUCH. 

3. WHEN FREELAND REPORTED ABOVE TO INFORMAL MEETING 
OF LONDON GROUP, QUENTIN BAXTER (N.Z.) SAID PERHAPS WEST
